Local law enforcement 
received complaints Monday 
evening, July 2, of the abduction 
and assault of an Elba woman 
and her minor son, Responding 
to the complaints, police arrest- 
ed Ken Allen Cochran, age 39, 
of 129 County Rd.

A woman hiker was killed sever- 
al years ago on a hiking trail in 
The Great Smoky Mountains 
National Park by a sow bear and 
her cubs. 

Every year some one is injured 
while trying to feed a bear. The 
bear may not be actually attack- 
ing, just trying to get the whole 
sack of goodies from someone's 
hand. 

Not only is feeding bears dan- 
gerous to humans, it is a death 
warrant for the bear. Some bears 
depend on handouts from tourist 
so,much during the. summer that 
they loose their ability to forage 
for food in the winter when few 
tourists are in the park. : 

Bear attacks are. usually asso- 
ciated with campers and hikers 
out inthe bgopies, But thisiis not 
always the case. Bear confronta- 
tions often occur in lodging 
areas. Bears often target remote 
mountain cabins if they have 
found food scraps in the garbage 
-at this site before. 

Food placed outside for the 
family dog can attract a bear. 
Either feed Rover inside or make 


gure to clean the grill after use 
and dispose of the waste proper- 
ly. 

Campers should be especially 
careful with food handling prac- 
tices, as a tent offers little securi- 


back away slowly and don't run, 
If an attack is imminent holler, 
throw rocks, sticks, etc. Don't lie 
down and play dead, This tactic 
often works with grizzlies but 
not with black bears. 

After common sense, a can of 


quality bear repellant may be the ° 


single best thing to have to foil a 
bear attack. {I carry Counter 
Assault bear repellant (800-695- 
3394 or counterassault.com) 
when in bear country. It is one of 
the strongest repellants on the 
market. It is also legal in most 
places where firearms may be 
prohibited. Every campsite and 
preferably every camper should 
have a can. 

These fatalities shouldn't deter 
anyone from visiting areas, where 
black bears are‘ found, but they 
should drive home the necessity 
of using common sense’ and a 
few preventative measures to 
prevent human-bear conflict.

Cancer is no longer an automatic death 
sentence: Stop cancer before it starts

Until recently cancer was 
incurable. But today, cancer 
deaths are preventable, It has 
been estimated that from 50% to 
70% of cancer deaths are attrib- 
uted to preventable risk behav- 
iors. Thirty percent (30%) of 
cancer deaths can be attributed 
to tobacco use and more than 
thirty percent (30%) to poor 
nutrition. 

According to a recent report 
from the American Cancer 
Society (ACS), one (1) of every 
four (4) deaths in America is due 


‘to cancer. In the year 2005, over 


1.3 million new cases. will be 
diagnosed and about 564,000 
will die of the disease. The ACS 
also estimates that half the men 
and one-third of the women in 
the United States will develop 
cancer in their lifetimes. That is 
frightening news. 

Doctors can not always 
explain why one person gets 
cancer and another does not. 
However, studies of cancer in 
the population show that certain 
lifestyle choices are known’ to 
cause cancer. Smoking, drink- 
ing (more than two drinks a 
day), being overweight, dam- 
aged to skin, unsafe sexual 
behaviors, diet, and lack of exer- 
cise can lead to the mutations 
that cause cancer. 


Studies show that some of the 


risk factors for cancer can. be 
avoided. By making simple 
changes in the way we eat and 


live could prevent millions of 


cases of cancer a year. You can 
break these habits to lower your 
risk of cancer. —

Fish stocking available for farm ponds 


Effective September 1, 2007, 
the Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources’ Wildlife and 
Freshwater Fisheries (WFF) 
Division will increase the fee 
for stocking private ponds in 
order to capture the cost of the 
program. A  one-acre pond 
stocked -with both bass .and 
bream will cost $140 and will 
cost $70 stocked with bass only. 

The fee structure will be a 
minimum of $70 for ponds one- 
half acre or smaller, plus incre- 
mental adjustments of $35 for 
each additional one-quarter sur- 
face acre for ponds five surface 
acres or smaller. For ponds larg- 
er than five surface acres, the 
fee will increase to $140 per 
acre. Ponds stocked with bass 
only will cost one half of the full 
stocking fee. 

This change reflects the WFF 
Division's continuing effort to 


provide private pond owners an. 


opportunity to,stock their ponds 
correctly and at an economical 
cost,

Wreck claims

A two-vehicle wreck Monday 
morning, July 16, claimed the 
lives of a Covington County 
couple and sent a Coffee County 
man to the hospital.
